Thi  e are  relative  terms, 
and  anywhere  on  the  globe  mean 
per|x  ndicnlar  to  the  horizon.  This 
Is  so  of  every  planet  that  revolves 
in  the  so  ar  y-tern.  For  anything 
that  we  know  to  the  contrary,  it  is 
a law  of  the  u iverse.  This  muck, 
that  wo  may  not  wander  in  space 
and  lose  our  bearing*. 

Sha’.l  we  locate  the  heaven  of  the 
redeemed  around  the  throne  of  God? 
If  so,  where  is  that?  Shall  we 
answer  In  heaven?  The  answer  is 
indefinite.  Do  we  know  in  what 
part?  Car  we  te.J  the  relative  posi- 
tion to  any  ther  sphere,  or  the  dis- 
tance? Cali  we  tell  anything  about 
It?  If  we  i-a  find  where  God  locates 
the  heaven  of  the  saved,  then  we 
may  rest  assured  that  he  will  gather 
them  all  to  that  place.  He  has  not 
told  us  that  it  i-  around  his  throne, 
away  beyond  son,  inoon  and  stars. 
He  has  not  promLed  to  fit  up  any 
named  sphere  In  -»cy  strange  and 
distant  world.  Had  he  done  so, 
and  were  tnat  his  purpose,  it  would 
be  right.  If  the  Bible  does  not  Io- 
cate  heaven,  ail  search  and  conjec- 
ture will  be  vain.  Besides,  it  tt  Is 
proper  and  good  for  us  to  know

fastness  In  the  faith.  He  does  not 
say  who  was  to  undertake  the  ex- 
amination, but  It  is  natural  to  sup- 
pose that  it  was  to  be  undertaken 
by  those  who  elected.  At  the  first 
Institution  of  the  diaconate  (deacons 
office)  the  election  was  made  by  the 
church,  the  installation  to  the  of- 
fice by  the  apostles."  The  examina- 
tion is  most  imi>ortant,  since  no  one 
holding  views  contrary  to  those  be- 
lieved and  taught  by  the  Baptists 
of  this  country,  as  the  doctrines  of 
the  New  Testament  should  ever  be 
set  apart  to  the  office  of  deacon.  Our 
churches  cannot  be  too  careful  on 
this  point.  Th*  brother's  views 
must  not  only  be  right,  but  his  re- 
ligious experiences  and  conduct 
must  be  in  accord  with  his  creed. 
The  examination  should  take  place 
ln  th*  presence  of  the  whole  church, 
If  possible.  It  should  be  compre- 
hensive and  searching,  conducted 
by  a competent  brother  or  brethren 
designated  by  the  church  or  coun- 
cil. When  the  examination  is  satls- 
factoriaily  conducted,  the  third  and 
last  step  may  then  be  taken  as 
speedily  as  may  be  convenient  and 
orderly. 

S.  Ordination  by  the  presbytery 
is  the  last  step  to  be  taken  In  the 
Induction  of  a deacon  Into  office.  The 
presbytery  is  a creature  of  the 
church,  since  It  Is  by  her  call  that 
It  comee  Into  existence.  All  the 
presbytery  does,  Is  done  in  the 
name  of  and  ln  the  Interest  ot  the 
local  church.  What  It  does,  she 
does  In  and  through  th*  presbytery. 
The  presbytery  may  be  entirely 
oom  posed  of  her  own  members  or
